President Of the Republic 
Praises Administra­ 
tion Of Russell 


| Port Au Prince, Haiti— ( UP) —Four 
more years of dependence 
upon 
America for assurance of peace will 
place the Republic of Haiti 
in 
a 
position to hold legislative elections, 
according to President Louis Borno, 
'‘Legislative elections for Haiti are 
c practical certainty in 1936, ’ the 
president declared. “I think it would 
be a very simple matter to hold them 
in 1934. t hus giving a national gov« 
ernment two years co-operation with 
the American government before the 
treaty comes to an end in 1936. 
“Legislative elections are an im­ 
possibility at this time, because our 
Republic must depend too much on 
the Unted States government for. its 
peace, tranquility, stabilization and 
general 
help. 
Such cooperation 
would be impossible with a legisla­ 
tive body ruling Haiti.” 
President Borno praised the work 
y i the United States since the begin­ 
ning of the occupation and also paid 
compliment to the loyalty and devo­ 
tion of Brig. Gen. John H. Russell, 
U, S. Marine Corps, in discharging 
nls duties as American High Com­ 
missioner. 
"The present counseil d’Etat," the 
{resident said, “ is composed of 21 
true Haïtiens of intelligence and in­ 
tegrity . 
"They , too, realize that the future 
of Haiti depends on the help of the 
United States and the fulfillment of 
the Haitlen-American agreement. 
“ I do not wish this to be mis­ 
construed to mean that the counseil 
members ballot only the way they 
are told. These men v ote and pass 
laws for the betterment of the na­ 
tion and are not swung either way 
by any outsider. 
"The counseil meets in an orderly 
fashion, 
the members air 
their 
v iews and take a swift, honest and 
, just action " 
The Haïtien president's opinion of 
Sen. Borah's suggestion that a gov ­ 
ernor be appointed for Haiti is that 
“ such an idea is absurd and only 
the suggestion of one absolutely 
ignorant of the true state of Haitlen 
affairs.“ 
“ We are not a colony ." Borno de­ 
clared. 
“ We are a republic enjoy ­ 
ing our free, sov ereign and inde­ 
pendent rights. The v ery idea, the 
v ery suggestion of sending us a 
gov ernor is most absurd and im­ 
possible. Ev en a change in high 
commissioners 
would 
be a bad 
mov e. 
“ If any one airing his v iews against 
the occupation of Haiti would come 
and see J ust what work the Ameri­ 
cans represented by Gen. Russell 
are doing for us he would soon cease 
his opposition. 
I, as president 
of 
this republic, and one who has liv ed 
in It both as a member of its gov 
emment and as an ordinary citizen 
know and fully appreciate the ex cel­ 
lait things the United States has 
done for Haiti.”
